When the con- 
ditions on the'track prevented the en- 
gineer from getting the signals from 
the person whose duty It was to give 
the signals to regulate the speed of 
the train after the motion had been 
made to start the train backward.

Lest we forget that the public still 


has 
some 
conslitutional

legal 


rlghls. an occasional test in the courts 
establishes fundamental ownership by 
the people. In this part of the coun- 
try we may be a little hazy as to who 
owns the rivers and tho river banks, 
but we have just been shown beyond 
doubt that the seashore belongs to the 
public.

lo exclude the public. The New York- 
court ot appeals has just ordered the 
barriers removed and laid down tho 
law for all stRtes which have salt wa- 
ter frontagre.

right to set apart for private use any 
portion of a beach below high water 
mark. Depending on casual observa- 
tion it seems to us that there are op- 
portunities to rut the law to a parallel 
test in nearby beaches, but the rights 
of the people in this respect have not 
been so intruded on in Xew England 
that there is any suffering as a result.
